Dear Tom: 

Enclosed are slides of my work and a current CV per 
your letter. Eleven slides are of a body of work 
begun in 1984. You may recognize that I have adapted 
some elements from my earlier and much smaller raku 
boxes. I have also included four slides of an 
environmental piece which was begun in 1982 and 
continues to evolve and expand. 

It was first exhibited in a solo exhibition at the 
Columbus Museum of Art in 1982, and then again at 
Hallwalls in Buffalo in 1987. It is scheduled to be 
exhibited next at the William Busta Gallery in October 
1991. Existing both as an environment and as an 
allegory on our environment, the piece is undergoing 
considerable conceptual shifts at this time. I am 
working to refine details and incorporate new items. I 
am deciding whether to make more specific environmental 
references or to maintain a healthy dose of ambiguity. 

I plan in the near future to experiment with what I 
would call "black noise," something that stands out from 
the background.
